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“LOCK THE DOOR OPEN” 


By F. X. Chapman 


I ASKED THE JOURNAL EDITOR, Dick Price, for his 
column in this issue so that I might review the 1969 Annual 


Meeting with you and make a few observations and say 
good-bye. 


The 92nd Annual Meeting of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club was held in one of the most beautiful settings 
possible; the meals were much too much and the service 
provided, just superb. We could go on and on about the 
beautiful setting. The breeders who attended were treated to 
a most charming and hospitable meeting which was certainly 
unique in its picturesque setting. It sort of made you stop, 
relax and enjoy God’s gift to the Pennsylvania Dutch 
Country. It wonders me wonderful (typical of their very 
unusual and picturesque idiom). 


Guernsey breeders came from Washington, Colorado, 
California, Louisiana, Mississippi, Florida, Massachusetts and 
most of the states in between. They brought themselves, their 
wives and their wonderful families and they all seemed to 
enjoy their stay. 


Perhaps the most glamorous and enjoyable event was the 
selection and crowning of the National Guernsey Queen, Miss 
Shari Hammond, on Sunday. But, to me the most memorable 
phase of the contest was the comment of Mrs. Roger 
Corbetta, one of our judges, who said, in effect — these girls 
are all so capable and worthy of representing our breed — we 
should be so proud of them and the fresh wholesomeness 
they portray. We are blessed as are their families. 


This meeting bordered on what might be called 
“brinkmanship.” The beginning of something different, the 
challenge of the new and the questioning of the past, all seem 
to permeate the proceedings. At the Educational Meeting on 
Monday, the group heard a teenager tell it as it is with us 
dairymen; a breeder turned businessman-milk salesman told 
how it can be done; a breeder who has become a key leader 
in the new co-op movement told what we must do, and a 
leader of educational research reported on what we are doing 
about the future. All four, sort of made you feel uneasy with 
yourself and gave you the feeling that it was time to get up, 
go forth and do ye likewise. 


The Board, not to be outdone, had its turn in 
““‘brinkmanship.” For the first time in its history the Board 
approved an Open Herd Book, which the members will 
probably vote on in the 1970 Call. 


The Golden Guernsey program was modernized and given 
the market flexibility it needed. The structure of national 
field work was questioned, a futuristic plan was flirted with 
and accomplishment of the impossible with more determina- 
tion than previously shown appeared eminent. 


To say the least, the Board was put face to face with 
conditions that required long-range solutions. Over thirty-two 
hours of formal meetings plus several hours of informal 
meetings were required but many problems remained 
unanswered at the close of their deliberations. They did vote 
to elect a new Secretary and for this I am most disappointed. 
To the thousands of friends I have made in my short four 
years, may I take this opportunity to say good-bye and God 
Bless You.

Board Renews Herd Pedigree Offer At 
Great Savings 


Last December, the Board approved 
a Herd Pedigree Book whereby com- 
plete herds could receive pedigrees at 
reduced rates. The response has been 
so good that effective immediately the 
offer is renewed and it should be 
considered as a fringe benefit for those 
on Official Test. The objective of the 
offer is to provide herd pedigrees at 
the lowest possible cost and the offer 
will be open indefinitely. The offer 
provides a Herd Pedigree Book for the 
entire milking herd of registered 
Guernseys and the herd sires. An 
official 6-ancestor Computerprint per- 
formance pedigree will be prepared for 
each qualifying registered animal. The 
cost will be $2.75 each in herds with 
orders of 100 or less animals; $2.50 
each for animals in herds with 101 or 
more animals in the order. All 
pedigrees will be sent in an attractive 
ring binder for easy reference. In 
addition, future orders for herds that 
have purchased the pedigree book will 
be at the same rate as the original 
order was charged, which will enable 
them to continually update their new 
animals as they enter the herd. 


Board Approves State Promotion 
Committee Plan For Promotion Of 
The Breed At The State Level And 
Other Divisions 


The State Promotion Committee 
reported to the Board for the first 
time an outline of a program which 
can be the basis for a completely 
planned state, district and local pro- 
gram. The committee comprising of 
William Powel III, Ellicott City, 
Maryland; Harvey Thompson, Brook, 
Indiana, and James A. Fish, Hickory 
Corners, Michigan, Chairman, are to be 
commended for the depth of the 
report and the Board has recom- 
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mended that the report be printed in 
booklet form and made available to all 
state associations. 


Board Reviewed Discussion Of PDCA 
And NAAB Revision Of A.I. Rules 


The Secretary presented to the 
Board a brief review of the discussions 
now taking place in PDCA and NAAB 
regarding the revision of A.I. Rules. As 
the A.I. Industry has grown and the 
distribution of semen has become 
more complex, it is obvious that there 
is a need at this time for an updating 
of the rules to make the entire 
procedure more flexible and realistic 
to the times. No action was required 
of the Board but their awareness of 
the considerations before PDCA and 
NAAB was considered essential. 


Tattoo Plus Sketch Of Right Side, 
Head And Tail Now Satisfactory For 
Registration 


In a move to assist breeders in the 
registration of their animals and at the 
recommendation of the Type Commit- 
tee, the Board approved registration 
applications with only the right side, 
the head and tail sketched provided a 
tattoo is also recorded. As in the past, 
tattooing is also an acceptable proce- 
dure in itself but if an animal is 
transferred, the tattoo was insuffi- 
cient. With the new proposal, only the 
right side plus the head and tail need 
be sketched. 


Board Accepted The PDCA Code Of 
Ethics Report Of February 28, 1969 


The report, as accepted, will result 
in the discontinuation of the publica- 
tion of sale prices of bulls in pedigrees 
and advertising. In so doing, all 
Guernsey breeders, sales managers, 
state associations and those respon- 
sible for catalogs are urged to discon- 
tinue the publication of sale prices of 
bulls in their pedigrees and advertising. 


Board Approves Motion That Recom- 
mends Planned Amalgamation Of 
Field Work 


The motion read as follows: “That 
in the best interest and promotion of 
Guernsey cattle and GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk, a plan of amalga- 
mating the work of the state organiza- 
tion and work of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club be considered. A 


suitable plan to be developed to 
achieve this purpose with ample time 
for full consideration and suggestions 
by The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club.” 


Board Requests Plan For Establishing 
An Open Herd Book 


During their meeting, the Board 
moved that the Club establish an Open 
Herd Book, that a plan be worked out 
to be presented at their fall meeting. If 
acceptable, such a plan would be 
published in the Journal and be 
considered in the 1970 Call to the 
Annual Meeting as an amendment to 
the By-Laws. 

A survey was made of over 58 herds 
throughout the United States to 
determine the interest that our breed- 
ers might have in such a plan. Over 80 
per cent of the herds contacted 
expressed an interest in some sort of 
plan. It is estimated that over 38,000 
Guernseys might be prospective candi- 
dates for such a Herd Book. The Open 
Herd Book Committee gave the 
following reasons as their basis for 
justification for such a move: 

1. It could be the means of breed 
improvement. 

2. It might qualify more herds for 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY. 

3. It could result in new breeder 
interest. 

While a complete detailed plan is to 
be worked out, the committee felt (1) 
an Open Herd Book should not be one 
that would require a long time for 
eligible animals to be entered in the 
official Herd Book (2) that it should 
be kept as simple as possible. 

Chairman Joe Pritzl and committee 
members Richard Merritt and Ray- 
mond Witmer will be assisted by Irving 
Nichols and Lawrence Colebank in 
preparing a tentative proposal. 


Board Reviews Promotion Activities 
For Remainder Of 1969 


In a report to the Board, the 
following items were noted: 

1. That the National Guernsey 
Show will be held October 14 and 15, 
and that the headquarters will be the 
Holiday Inn, North, in Columbus. 

2. The premiums for the North 
American Dairy Show will be approxi- 
mately the same as last year, and Dr. 
J. L. McKittrick will be superintendent 
and the National Show Committee has 
selected Ed Wright as the Guernsey 
superintendent to work with Dr. 
J. L. McKittrick. 

3. The Junior Show will have all 
animals under two years cataloged by 
age and all animals will enter the ring 
by catalog number.

Willard C. Lipe 


OUR FARM IS LOCATED 12 miles 
southeast of Syracuse, the fastest 
growing city in New York State. We 
now operate a 500-acre farm in this 
limestone area of central New York 
State and our dairy retail cash and 
carry store is on the same location. 


My wife and I moved from the city 
in 1947 and have seen several transi- 
tions in our operation, in a relatively 
short span: 1, from the use of horses 
and corn binder to a big 85 h.p. 
tractor and chopper; 2, from a 20-cow 
barn that initially stored 500 layers 
and six heifers to our 200-cow barn; 
3, from my first heifer that took 45 
minutes to milk to 40 or more cows 
we now milk in the same time; 4, from 
the neighbors who used to pick up 
warm, raw milk in old beat up 
containers to our present-day pasteur- 
ized plastic gallon jugs; 5, from one 
farm with 10 fenced areas, to three 
farms with 42 fenced off pieces, to our 
one farm with only four fencings; 
6, from land values of $50 per acre, to

land that borders property valued at 
$5,000—$6,000 per acre, and 7, from 
six original heifers to the 264 head we 
now have. Today I'd like to explain a 
bit about both operations, the farm 
and the dairy, and then pass on a few 
words about what we think is ahead. 

The farm — Our land has eight to 10 
inches of topsoil in 6.8 ph. soils that 
are well drained and suited to good 
alfalfa and corn yields. We raise 
haylage, oats, corn silage and high 
moisture corn, and all loads are 
weighed. 

The buildings We have a three- 
story barn loft, stanchion and calf pen, 
two sheds, two Harvestores, two

concrete silos, and a new Ross Holm 
milking parlor. 

The animals— We have 140 head of 
milkers and 120 head of young stock. 
Our rolling herd average is 11,200 Ibs. 
milk, 560 Ibs. fat. We breed about 80 
per cent artificially and we have a 
1—2.6 conception rate. Our calves are 
raised on whole colostrum milk taken 
from fresh heifers and frozen, and 
then on skimmed milk until 100 days. 

The milking procedures — Our cows 
are milked by one man — 52 cows per 
hour. We milk at 5:00 a.m. and 3:00 
p.m. and our last bacteria count was 
400. Our cows are milked with the 
automated California system. 


What’s Ahead on the Farm? 


1. Changes in assessment in our fast 
growing area and zoning are certain. 

2. Specialization, this year we have 
negotiated the leasing out of heifers, 
one to five months before freshening 
at $12 each per month. 

3. Specialization of crops. This 
seems a sure thing within 10 years. 

4. Increase our herd size at least 
twice its present size. 

5. People want to know about 
Guernseys, they are in demand and 
they are interested in the quality 
products obtained from Guernsey 
cows. We hold several open houses and 
visitors from schools are continually at 
the farm and plant. 


The Dairy Store Operation 


We process four times a week. We 
bottle in one-half gallon glass and 
one-half and one gallon plastic and sell 
skim, GURNZGOLD 2%, regular and 
homo and we make our own 15.6 per 
cent ice cream. 

Seventy per cent of our sales are on 
a cash and carry basis and the balance 
goes to Manlius Military School and a 
small nearby store. We operate no 
routes and one-half gallon sells for 53

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cents, a gallon of homo brings $1.05. 
Our sales personnel are all farm 
pecple. 

It costs us about .052 cents per 
quart to bottle and we handle 625 
customers daily. 

We have a plant manager, one girl 
regularly behind the counter and three 
boys working on weekends. 


Promotion — We depend heavily on 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY for printed 
material. We encourage visitors, we 
believe in the use of poems, farm news 
contests, the use of misspelled words 
and things of this type in advertising. 
We hold contests, we reprint thank 
you notes from school children who 
have visited the farm and plant. We 
have a printed brochure of the farm 
and operation for distribution. We 
make Guernsey donuts and sell a 
variety of fresh baked goods through 
the store. 


What’s Ahead For Our Dairy Sales? 


1. Imitations and filled milks have 
come to our area, but they have 
disappeared for the time being. I 
believe they will be back. Our best 
weapon for beating this competition is 
to maintain high quality and flavor in 
our Guernsey milk. 

2. More promotion, take advantage 
of the help that is offered through 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY and our field- 
man, Joe Pendergast. 

3. More cooperation with our fellow 
dairymen. More unity with coopera- 
tives in fighting other types of drink, 
and less fighting among ourselves. The 
need for more spending for research is 
evident. 

We recently obtained a commercial 
zone change on the 57 acres that 
houses our dairy store. A regional 
small type shopping center has been 
planned and approved. What better 
outlet can one have for selling more

HISTORY RECORDS no other era 
when the tempo of change has been as 
rapid as we are experiencing now. 
Phenomenal change has occurred in 
every aspect of our society: living 
standards, agricultural and industrial 
production, education, communica- 
tion, transportation and so forth. The 
trend and pace will no doubt continue 
and even intensify. Farming, dairying, 
and more specifically, dairy coopera- 
tives have been caught up in the big 
changes in our economy. 

I am sure you are all very much 
aware of what has and is taking place 
in the way of mergers, consolidations 
and federations in the area of dairy 
cooperatives. Every farm and dairy 
magazine has carried numerous stories

on the subject. I shall not spend time 
reviewing those, but rather devote my 
remarks first to some of the factors 
causing this trend and secondly to how 
this movement can effect the area 
programs, and more specifically, how 
it may be helpful to our Guernsey 
programs. 


Let us look then at some of the 
reasons cooperatives have gone the 
route of mergers and consolidation. 
First, of course, is the need for a large 
enough force to meet the ever 
enlarging organizations with which 
they deal in the market place— 
bargaining power if you please! 


Today there exists a big struggle for 
control of marketing channels. In this 
struggle producer groups are faced 
with an ever increasing concentration 
of power in processor groups, in food 
distribution and retailing. Those devel- 
opments mean greater and sometimes 
devestating pressures on the smaller 
processor, the small cooperatives and 
individual dairy farmers if they try to 
go it alone. They spell the end of the 
local market, and pave the way to 
regional markets—big markets and big 
buyers requiring big suppliers. 


Cooperatives, proven as they are, 
can no longer be effective individually 
or at the local level. Dairy farmers and 
their cooperatives have recognized the 
need to build organizations large 
enough to meet the growing power 
structure in the market place. Dairy- 
men are throwing off the distrust of 
fellow dairymen in neighboring mar- 
kets and organizations. More impor- 
tant they are setting aside vested 
interests and personal position in order 
to maximize chance for group survival. 

A second reason is the need for 
more efficient plant operation. Many 
cooperatives, particularly in the mid- 
west areas, operate manufacturing 
plants. With increasing costs and the

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need for updating equipment, greater 
volume is essential. This is true for 
organizations operating milk bottling 
plants as well. Plants must operate at a 
high volume that keeps unit cost 
down, in order to survive and return 
maximum dollars in farmer milk 
checks. It is smarter for organizations 
to join together than to fight each 
other for that volume. The day is long 
past when farmers can afford to put 
dollars in brick and mortar when 
existing facilities are not used to 
maximum capacity. 


Let me take an example from my 
own organization, the Mississippi Val- 
ley Producers Association. A study 
showed that it would be economically 
sound for our organization to put ina 
continuous churning and _ printing 
operation in one of our large butter- 
powder plants. To do that would have 
meant an investment of $400,000 of 
hard-earned producer money. An or- 
ganization in an adjacent area already 
had that same equipment in their plant 
but did not have the volume to 
Operate it at maximum capacity. A 
merger was effected and a large capital 
investment was avoided. With this 
equipment, and providing the storage 
tanks are kept supplied with cream, a 
man can push a button to start the 
synchronized operation whereby a 
continuous stream of butter moves 
from the churn directly into the 
hopper of the printer. The printer 
prints quarter pounds, wraps each 
quarter in parchment, forms the 
pound cartons, fills each and sends 
them down a conveyor to the boxing 
machine, which forms the pasteboard 
box and puts 32 pounds into the box 
and seals it. The boxes then move 
down a conveyor directly to a cooler. 
This line produces 4800 pounds per 
hour and can be operated continuous- 
ly for five days before being shut 
down for cleaning. This is efficiency. 

The third factor encouraging merg- 
ers is the need for diversification of 
plants. Historically there are periods of 
peaks and valleys in the economic 
advantage of butter-powder plants vs. 
cheese plants. Having efficient plants 
in both areas requires not only large 
volumes of milk, but a sound financial 
organization with a large capital 
structure. Cooperatives of yesteryear 
could not afford to own both types of 
plants. 

The fourth factor is the need for 
saving in general operation overhead. 
Consolidating organizations can save 
many dollars in the areas of account- 
ing, laboratory facilities, field services, 
trucking and so forth. 

Many dollars can be saved in the 
area of trucking alone. In the past, and 
even in some areas today, farm pickup 
trucks from three, four, or even more, 
different cooperatives traveled the

same roads assembling loads of milk. 
Mergers allow route consolidation that 
eliminates such duplication. That 
means dollar savings to farmers! 

Personnel savings can be great. A 
couple of months ago we made an 
interesting survey in our organization. 
We took the total number of employ- 
ees working for us eight years ago. To 
that we added the total employees 
working for the various individual 
cooperatives that have merged with us 
since that time. In comparing that 
total with the total employees we have 
today, we found there are 106 fewer 
people employed today. At an average 
salary of $6000, that means a yearly 
saving in excess of $600,000. This 
again is dollar savings to farmers! 


Those are some of the basic factors 
underlying the trend toward mergers 
and consolidations. Let me add a 
general observation. Merger just to get 
big in itself has no particular value. 
Successful and effective mergers must 
offer mutual benefits and efficiencies 
to the parties involved. Putting it 
simply—in the end the guy who milks 
the cows must make an economic gain 
or the gymnastics of merger is of no 
value. Directors and management must 
never lose sight of the sole justification 
of dairy cooperatives to improve the 
economic position of their dairy 
farmer members. I’m not too sure that 
is always the case. 


Now to get down to the nuts and 
bolts of this subject—how will all this 
affect our Guernsey business and how 
can it be helpful to us in our 
programs? 

First, let me point out that 
cooperatives will have an ever increas- 
ing influence on industry policies with 
regard to such things as federal orders, 
government programs, and milk pric- 
ing formulas. They will continue to 
control a greater and greater percent- 
age of the total milk pool in this 
country. As Guernsey breeders, we 
should make every effort to become 
involved in our cooperatives and have 
our interests represented on boards of 
directors where our thinking can be a 
factor in determining the ultimate 
direction policies will take. 

Larger cooperatives, properly direc- 
ted and managed, can be more 
efficient and return more dollars in the 
milk check. The manufacturing plants 
of my organization have paid 25 to 30 
cents more for manufacturing milk 
during 1968 than the Grade A Class Il 
price under the Quad-Cities-Dubuque 
Federal Order. The support price for 
manufacture milk last year was $4.28. 
We paid up to $4.45. The added 
dollars to producer pay prices, gave 
purebred cattle owners more money to 
keep up registrations and participate in 
other breed programs. 
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I recognize that those are indirect 
contributions that “new cooperatives” 
make to our programs, things that are 
hard to measure but nevertheless can 
be helpful. 


Let’s look now at the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY program. In this area 
there is real opportunity to really 
work through cooperatives in develop- 
ing new markets. Keep in mind the 
fact that the larger cooperatives 
control milk supplies in ever increasing 
areas. They have Grade A receiving 
and pump-over stations strategically 
located, control trucking, own over- 
the-road tankers and may operate in 
several different federal order markets. 
They have good field service and 
modern laboratories for quality con- 
trol. With such resources, they are 
ideal for developing and assembling 
supplies of Guernsey milk. Apparently 
one of the limiting factors in our milk 
program is getting an adequate supply 
of Guernsey milk for a_ potential 
dealer. 


In many areas it is next to 
impossible to get an appreciable 
amount of milk independently in a 
strictly local area. When a dealer has to 
reach out too far, the situation 
becomes economically unfeasible. 


In 1968, our secretary, Francis 
Chapman, and his staff of milk people 
were successful in getting Anderson- 
Erickson Dairy, Des Moines, Iowa, to 
sign a GOLDEN GUERNSEY fran- 
chise. That took some doing! I know 
for a fact that The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club has been attempting to 
accomplish that feat for 25 years. 
Anderson-Erickson is one of the larger 
independent dairies in the midwestern 
area. They did not want to start 
bottling under the label until they had 
a minimum of 80,000 pounds of milk 
available every other day. It was 
impossible to come up with that much 
milk on a local level. Had cooperatives 
with access to Guernsey milk in 
outlying areas not been involved, the 
project would never have gotten off 
the ground. 


I am pleased that the Mississippi 
Valley Milk Producers had a part in 
making that new GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY market a reality. Leo Gasper, the 
Wisconsin state representative, was a 
big help to us in setting up the 
program. Our organization has a 
substantial membership in  south- 
western Wisconsin which includes a 
concentration of Guernsey producers 
whose milk was being picked up on 
blend loads. We simply engaged a 
contract carrier, financed a farm 
pickup truck for him and rearranged 
our routes in that area. The coopera- 
tive owns a Grade A pump-over station 
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at Cuba City, Wis., where the milk is 
pumped over to a semi and delivered 
to Des Moines, a distance of some 250 
miles. The other cooperative involved, 
the lowa Division of Mid-America, is 
bringing in milk from as far north as 
southern Minnesota. 


I cannot tell you exactly what 
Anderson-Erickson sales are, but Fran- 
cis Chapman indicated in a board 
letter that their sales were already 
equal to the total of the last 20 dealers 
who discontinued the program. 
Anderson-Erickson only actually start- 
ed selling under the label last Novem- 
ber 1. I would expect them to show 
bigger gains if the supply can be made 
available to them. 


Our cooperative is not without 
experience in working with the GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY program. We supply 
Baker’s Dairy, Moline, Ill., with its 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY needs and have 
ever since it joined the program. You 
will note in The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club annual report that Baker’s 
Dairy is one of the 25 largest 
distributors listed in the report, 
ranking 14th. 


Probably some of you will say that 
all this is very good, but how can you 
get a cooperative whose membership 
includes people with all breeds of 
cattle, and whose board of directors is 
made up of people interested in breeds 
other than Guernseys, to be interested 
in a special breed milk program. 


I say to you that our organization is 
nothing unique. The same cooperation 
can be developed in any progressive 
and aggressive cooperative. We have a 
rather large board of directors with 
members coming from three states. 
Exactly 10 per cent of the board are 
Guernsey breeders. 


In final analysis the answer is really 
quite simple. The “thinking” board of 
directors recognizes the importance of 
Class I sales. It is pretty well accepted 
that Guernsey milk has more consum- 
er appeal and that per capita consump- 
tion improves among consumers of 
Guernsey milk. In a market-wide pool 
where everyone shares in Class I sales, 
all producers can have a net gain from 
an aggressive GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
market. 


Again, I would encourage you, as 
Guernsey breeders, to become in- 
volved with your cooperative and get 
some good Guernsey representation on 
the boards of directors. This can make 
the job easier! 


There is another aspect that could 
well develop that could provide an 
opportunity to help our GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY program. I’m sure we are 
all aware of the fact that smaller 


independent dairies have gone out of 
business at a faster rate than even 
dairy farmers. In the last 18 years the 
number of dairy plants has declined 80 
per cent. It is estimated they will drop 
another 50 per cent in the next 10 
years. The milk business is fast falling 
into the hands of a few large national 
organizations such as Borden, Carna- 
tion and Beatrice Foods, to name a 
few. The percentage of their total sales 
derived from dairy products is getting 
smaller every year, however, as those 
organizations have become more diver- 
sified. Not only have they diversified 
into other food areas, they are rapidly 
expanding into areas entirely unrelated 
to the food business. 


Take Beatrice Foods for an ex- 
ample; the last figures I had available 
were from 1967. They show that only 
30 per cent of their total sales were 
derived from dairy products. Since 
then the company has acquired a steel 
cabinet factory, a ski manufacturing 
concern in Minnesota, a travel trailer 
business, and more recently, the 
Morgan Boat Manufacturing Co. of St. 
Petersburg, Florida. A couple of 
months ago they acquired the Brillion 
Iron Works in Wisconsin. 

Don’t misunderstand me. Those 
companies will continue to sell milk, 
but I raise the question, who is going 
to really aggressively sell our real dairy 
products? There won’t be enough 
Bakers, Kleinpeters, and Anderson- 
Ericksons to do the job. I suggest that 
the time may be fast approaching 
when dairy farmer cooperatives may 
be forced to get into the fluid milk 
processing business to assure an 
aggressive method of selling your milk 
and mine. If this should develop, and 
I’m sure it will, there will be some new 
opportunities for our Guernsey organi- 
zation to develop new handlers for our 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY products. 

This morning I have explored 
possible opportunities for our breed in 
conjunction with present trends in the 
dairy cooperative field. I’m sure there 
are additional opportunities in areas 
unrelated to cooperatives as well. We 
have the right cow that produces the 
right milk and we have the people. 

In closing I want to add that today 
so many outside pressures and prob- 
lems are working against the dairy 
industry that we can ill afford to 
expend any of our energies and 
resources bickering and fighting among 
ourselves over issues that are really 
petty when compared with the magni- 
tude of the whole picture. 


Let us work to take advantage of 
some of these positive approaches 
available to us. Let us all put our 
shoulders to the big “Guernsey wheel” 
in a united effort to promote the 
Guernsey cow and her superior pro- 
ducts.

THE NOVA SCOTIA FARM NEWS 
once published an article entitled 
“Meet the Cow’’. I’m sure no one here 
needs an introduction, but it does us 
all well to see what opinion others 
hold of the source of our livelihood. I 
quote: 


“The cow is a mobile, animated 
machine housed in unprocessed leath- 
er. On one end it is equipped with a 
mower, grinder, and other standard 
equipment including bumpers, head- 
lights, wing flaps and foghorn. At the 
other end there is a milk dispenser, a 
fertilizer spreader, and an_ insect 
repeller. Centrally located is a conver- 
sion plant consisting of a combination 
storage and fermentation vat, three 
converters in series, and an intricate 
arrangement of conveyor tubes. 
Special equipment includes a device 
for self-reproduction at yearly inter- 
vals and a central pumping system. 
The machine is mysterious and secret, 
but unpatented and is available in 
various colors, sizes, and qualities, 
ranging from one to twenty tons of 
milk production yearly, at prices 


ranging from fifty dollars and up.” 


In pausing to think about this, they 
have summed up the dairy cow pretty 
well, and in doing so, they have also 
uncovered our problem — dairy cattle 
come in various colors, sizes, and 
qualities. Although we are “with it” 
by favoring a colored breed, being in 
the know, doesn’t sell Guernseys or 
milk. Today we are faced with greater 
promotion problems than ever before. 
Americans are painfully weight con- 
scious and don’t want the extra fat in 
their milk. A few years ago doctors 
said that animal fats caused cholesterol 
to build up in our veins and arteries, 
and everyone started to drink skim 
milk (if they drank any at all) and to 
use non-dairy creamers and oleomarga- 
rine. Now young mothers are taught 
that milk isn’t good for their babies 
and instead are rearing them on 
soybean milk. A very large number of 
adults never drink milk, which has 
given it the reputation of being “kid 
stuff’ and you know how children 
love to be “grown-up.” Then there is 
the static from our Holstein counter- 
parts who unceasingly try to prove 
that a farmer makes more money with 
Holsteins. At least they are partly 
right. In our area Holsteins bring about 
three cents more per pound at the 
weekly auction sale. 


As I see it, there are four steps to 
solving this problem: (1) we must 
create a demand for our product; (2) 
we must create a demand for Guern- 
seys; (3) we must keep our Cattle Club 
and state Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tions strong and eager to stand behind 
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their enthusiastic numbers, and (4) we 
must interest youth in Guernseys and 
support our Junior Guernsey Breeders’ 
Associations. 

First, we must create a demand for 
our product. Many approaches for 
creating demand for other products 
can, with a little ingenuity, be applied 
to selling dairy products. Whipped and 
soft spread margarines are very popu- 
lar now. Why can’t we sell whipped 
butter that would spread just as easily? 
A person is able to carry fizzing tablets 
for making instant soft drinks in his 
pocket. Would it be possible to make 
an individually foil-wrapped instant 
milk tablet that could be dropped into 
a glass of water for milk on the spot? 
These would be ideal for camping, 
hunting and fishing, traveling, and just 
to give the children some new novelty 
to entice them to drink more milk. 


We have all seen Bart Stor shave on 
television, and after the December 
Apollo lunar flight we all know that 
the astronauts had Tang on board. 
Would it be possible to have GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk served at the train- 
ing tables of the United States 
Olympic Team so that we could boast 
their patronage as Chapstick Lip Balm 
does? 

Everyone knows that June is Dairy 
Month. Why couldn’t we qualify that 
by making June, Guernsey Month? 
For years, the Washington County 
Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation sponsored an annual straw- 
berry festival. Both farm and city 
dwellers were welcome to come and 
feast on Guernsey ice cream and milk. 
Children often influence their parents’ 
purchases. Many products are pur- 
chased solely for the free toy that 
comes with them. A glider plane that 
is inexpensive enough to be given free 
with each purchase of a Guernsey 
product would certainly appeal to 
children, especially if it was made to 
resemble a calf that the child could 
name himself. The college-aged crowd 
also has a great weakness — the 
giveaway radio quiz. At Penn State 


there are several of these. They are 
usually programed to be aired at the 
same time each night, and it is really 
surprising to see the number of 
students who stand at the phone in the 
hall to call in the name of the artist 
who recorded the song that is played. 
The prizes are often as small as a 
hoagie or bag of French fries. A quiz 
like this would remind consumers 
daily that June is Guernsey Month. 

Certainly some of these ideas can 
only be carried out on a large scale, 
but some of our most successful local 
promotion has been carried out by 
individuals on a much smaller scale. 
The Cattle Club may spend a million 
dollars on promotion this year and not 
get you one more customer, simply 
because American consumers have 
been bombarded with so many forms 
of advertisement that they just don’t 
pay attention to them anymore. This 
idea had great support when it was 
brought to light at a discussion held at 
the National 4-H Dairy Conference in 
Chicago last December. One golden 
opportunity for personal contact and 
lasting promotion, is the tours that 
grade school children make of dairy 
farms. At home we make sure that 
each child receives a small bottle of 
chocolate milk to drink at the farm 
after the tour and we invite them to 
come back any time. Being unfamiliar 
with farm surroundings, each child is 
deeply impressed with at least one 
thing he saw. With this, and the 
invitation to come again, many young- 
sters refuse to give their parents a 
moments peace until they bring them 
back to the farm. The parents 
undoubtedly stop in at the on-the- 
farm store. Many a new customer has 
been earned this way. 


Most men are avid sports fans. 
Before you go to the next high school 
sports event, why not make arrange- 
ments to take along enough chocolate 
milk to treat the players toa well- 
deserved refresher at half time or after 
the game? They'll be sure to remember 
this pleasant change and pass it on to 
their parents. 


Perhaps most important of all is for 
us to “practice what we preach.” We 
can’t expect to sell anything to anyone 
if we don’t use the product ourselves. 
Try to make a habit of ordering milk 
when you’re out to dinner with some 
city friends, and be prepared to answer 
questions. 

The second step is to create a 
demand for Guernseys, and there is 
only one way to do it — advertise. 
Show, classify, test, sell a good one 
from time to time, and let other 
breeders know all about it. Showing 
cattle is one of the very best ways to 
promote Guernseys. You publicize 
your herd, your breed, and you have 
an excellent opportunity to meet 
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people face to face and to answer their 
questions and clarify their remarks. 
Classification and milk testing are 
ways to prove to others just how good 
our Guernseys are. When it comes to 
the sale ring, I am glad that our 
Guernsey buyers exercise a little more 
control over their purse strings than 
their Holstein counterparts, who seem 
to enjoy paying quite exceptional 
prices for very ordinary cattle. Good 
Guernseys should bring a good price, 
but also a feasible price, so as not to 
discourage anyone from buying Guern- 
seys because of high cost. It is good 
for the breed for a cow or bull to be 
sold at an exceptionally high price, 
and it’s great for the breed to sponsor 
a calf sale where beginning 4-H and 
FFA members can buy well bred 
heifers at reasonable prices. 


Third, we need a strong Cattle Club 
and strong state associations. Many of 
our programs could not be carried out 
without the help of these organiza- 
tions. They often serve as the naviga- 
tors of our enthusiasm whether they 
guide us in promoting our milk or 
filling out pedigrees. They are respon- 
sible for our being here today. At 
times we need their guidance and 
often we must have their services, and 
in turn, they need our support. In 
many ways this is like a_ political 
system. We must all do our share. We 
should always try to support them, 
but it is always good to voice our 
opinion if there is something we don’t 
like. Make your new ideas known and 
question things that you don’t under- 
stand or think are not justified. This 
helps to keep the associations on their 
toes and aware of what their members 
want. As long as they are aware of 
what we want and strive to meet our 
needs, and as long as we give our 
support in return, we will have a 
strong state and national framework. 


The fourth and last step toward 
solving our problem is to interest 
youth in Guernseys and to support the 
Junior Guernsey Breeders’ program. 
The Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Associ- 
ation is a young organization, and we 
are trying our best to make it a strong 
and active one. Many of you were here 
yesterday for our youth day. The 
crowning of our National Guernsey 
Queen climaxed an idea that was born 
almost a year ago at the Pennsyl- 
vania Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation meeting. 


Now we have a National Guernsey 
Queen and Guernsey Princesses. Let’s 
make use of them. I recently received 
a letter from the Hoard’s Dairyman on 
another subject, but in the letter our 
queen contest was mentioned. We have 
already caught the eye of good 
advertising media, so now let’s shine in 
it. Try to arrange to have these girls at 
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your county fairs and shows in their 
home states to hand out ribbons and 
awards. Give them a chance to speak 
up for Guernseys. Being a dairy 
princess myself, | speak from experi- 
ence when I say that there is some 
special novelty about a young girl who 
wears a crown that always demands 
more attention from passers-by than 
would, for instance, Mr. Wheeler, 
though they both represent the same 
organization. 

At tomorrow’s luncheon, through 
the generosity of Mr. Anson Smith, 
the winning ticket will be drawn for 
the registered Guernsey calf, I hope 
each of you have bought a ticket. This 
has been our only money-making 
project. 

We realize that we can’t continue to 
hold the interest of our members with 
just a queen contest and calf raffle 
every year, we must do something 
worthwhile or we risk losing the adult 
support which we so direly need. 
Many new ideas have been expressed 
to broaden our youth program. The 
Outstanding Holstein Boy and Girl 
Program has had a great deal of 
support from Holstein breeders. Why 
couldn’t we set up a similar program 
to recognize youth who have done 
outstanding work with Guernseys? 
This could be done on a county, 
district, state, and national level. The 
awards involved needn’t be great. 
Perhaps the national winners could 
win a free trip to the Annual Meeting 
and be there as an example of the 
really outstanding youth our country 
and the Guernsey breeders possess. 


A program that would be sure to 
entice those who have luck in the 
show ring would be a Junior All- 
American Program. This could be done 
on a state and national basis. This 
program would differ slightly from the 
other breeds 4-H and FFA oriented 
programs in that members of the 
Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Association 
needn’t be 4-H or FFA members. 

An advertisement could be run 
periodically in the Journal to entice 
new members to join. If people aren’t 
reminded of things, they often forget 
about them. 

To provide more interest for the 
district associations in Pennsylvania, it 
has been suggested that a calf dressing 
contest be held at the state junior 
dairy show with each district respon- 
sible for dressing one calf. Pennsyl- 
vania also sponsored a calf raffle last 
year with six calves, one for each 
district, offered. The districts were 
responsible for finding their own 
calves and source of money, since the 
winner had a choice of the calf or an 
amount of cash, and the state provided 
the tickets. Though some districts 
were not as fortunate as others, the 
program was most successful. 


Next year why don’t we try to get 
some judging teams of Guernsey youth 
together to place the Hoard’s Dairy- 
man contest classes? There are many 
capable coaches among you to help 
the teams. And wouldn’t it look great 
for our Guernsey youth program if we 
could win? 

All the Junior Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association needs now is your sup- 
port. We need interested leaders, we 
need your ideas, we need you to put 
us to work. Call on us if there is 
anything we are able to do, whether it 
be to wait on tables next year at the 
Annual Meeting or to sit in the 
Guernsey booth at the National. 

You are the “doers” of the breed. 
The apathetic ones are home today 
instead of here. These have been some 
of my ideas. I’m sure that many more 
come to your mind this morning, and I 
hope you care enough to take some of 
them home and make them work. 

Since we are in Pennsylvania Dutch 
country, I would like to close with a 
short, descriptive essay by a very 
young anonymous Pennsylvania Dutch 
boy. It reads: 


Pirds and Peasts. A cow is a mamal. 
It has six sides, right and left, and 
upper and lower, and inside and out. 
At the pack of it it has a tail on which 
hanks a prush. With this prush he 
shoes the flies away so that they don’t 
fall in the milk. The head is for to 
grow horns and so his mouth can be 
somewhere. The horns are to butt with 
and the mouth to moo with. It has 
always been that way, I think. And 
then under the cows hanks milk. It is 
all fixed nice for the milking. Now 
when people milk, milk comes and it 
don’t never seem to stop (anyway 
that’s what I think). How the cow 
does it I have not yet realized, but if 
you ever get around one you will find 
it makes more and more all the time. 
Now about the smell and you can 
smell it far away. This is reason why 
there should be much fresh air in the 
country. But there isn’t so much fresh 
air now because the city fellows came 
into the country long ago and pumped 
a lot of the best air in their automobile 
tires, so now we all have to get along 
the best we can. 

A man cow is called a ox, or a oxen. 
Oxen is used to plow with, and to haul 
wagons with. Oxen is mostly a kind of 
mamel. There is another kind of man 
cow which is not so good. It is called a 
bull. Only Pop is better than a bull; I 
heard Mom say he throws the bull to 
much. A cow does not eat so very 
much, but what it eats it eats twice so 
that it gets enought. It has a couple of 
stomachs. When it is hungry it moos 
and when it don’t say nothing at all it 
is because its insides are full up with 
grass or gas. And that is all about a 
cow. 
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IF THE GUERNSEY breed is to 
continue to exist, we must continue to 
increase the efficiency of production 
of milk within the breed. That is, we 
must continue to produce a greater 
amount of milk per cow with less 
input per pound of milk. The results 
of the Guernsey blood and milk typing 
project, if we are successful in doing 
what we are attempting to do, will 
provide another selection tool which 
will aid in reducing the number of 
cows which must be culled from the 
herd after the first lactation. 


The purpose of the overall project is 
to determine if blood and milk typing 
can become another “Selection Tool” 
for the Guernsey dairyman. In other 
words, is there a relationship between 
the genetic “make-up” of the blood 
and milk production? Is there a 
relationship between the _ genetic 
“make-up” of the milk and milk 
production? The first big question in 
the minds of the scientist two and 
one-half years ago when this project 
was started was, “Does significant 
variation exist from one Guernsey cow 
to another in the genetic make-up of 
the blood and does significant varia- 
tion exist from one Guernsey cow to 
another in the genetic make-up of the 
milk?” The second set of questions 
was, if the answer to the two parts of 
the first question is “yes”, is there a 
relationship between the variation in 
the genetic make-up of blood and the 
variation in milk production? If the 
answer is “‘yes’’, then we can use blood 
and milk typing as another selection 
tool in selecting Guernsey heifers for 
milk production. 


The data collected to date show 
there is substantial variation in the 
genetic make-up of both blood and 
milk. Let’s expand on this. Four 
genetic systems are being determined 
for milk proteins and twelve for blood. 
The typing of genes for sixteen 
systems is the largest number which 
has been typed in any dairy research 
project. The research data to date 
indicate that all of the genetic systems 
(with the exception of one) have 
adequate genetic variations to meet 
the project needs. Within all of the 16 
systems, 111 different genes have been 
observed. 


The next step is to obtain an answer 
to the question, is there a relationship 
between the variations in the genes 
and variation in milk production? We 
are now in the process of preparing the 
laboratory data for analysis by the 
electronic computer so we can begin 
to get some idea of the answer to this 
question. 

I am pleased to report the project is 
on schedule. Approximately two and 
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one-half years of the five years of data 
collection have been completed. We 
have blood typed 2,525 cows. About 
1,500 of these have completed lacta- 
tions, so we have complete informa- 
tion on that number of animals. We 
are now collecting lactation data on 
another 900 of these animals. 

Milk typing has been completed on 
2,000 animals. Over 100,000 labora- 
tory determinations for solids not fat 
and milk proteins have been com- 
pleted in the Delaware laboratory. 


Daughters of 290 sires have been 
blood typed. Fifty-three sires have ten 
or more daughters blood typed. 
During the remaining years of the 
project we expect many more daugh- 
ters of the sires now represented in the 
project, but not a great number of 
additional sires. An adequate number 
of sires with many daughters typed per 
sire is important for the statistical 
analysis of the data. 


We have nearly 100 daughter-dam 
pairs in the 2,525 blood typed cows as 
of this date. Many more are expected 
as daughters of the original cows come 
into the project. These daughter-dam 
pairs are important because family 
blood type information will often 
allow for unknown genes to be 
genetically determined. 


In the past two months a statistical 
clerk has been hired to compile the 
laboratory data for analysis by the 
electronic computer. Another labora- 
tory technician to aid in performing 
laboratory tests of milk samples has 
recently been hired. 


In summary, 2,525 Guernseys lo- 
cated in forty-four herds in seven 
states have been typed for genes at 
sixteen genetic systems in the two and 
one-half years since the project start- 
ed. Adequate genetic variation, which 
is essential to the objectives of the 
project, has been found and is 
indicated by the 111 genes observed so 
far. If the genes in a few of these 
genetic systems are found to have even 
a one or two per cent effect on milk 


production variation, blood and milk 
typing can become another selection 
tool for Guernsey dairymen. We want 
to express our sincere thanks for your 
interest, your cooperation, and your 
financial support. At the end of the 
first two years of the project, the 
following amount of funds, along with 
the source of funds, had been 
expended on the project:

Our tentative conclusion at this 
stage of the project is that the 
Guernsey Industry is going to benefit 
greatly from this research effort.

The buses were manned by 
well-informed tour guides from the 
Atlantic Breeders Cooperative, Lancas- 
ter, Pa. and Roger Emig and Harry 
Roth acted as tour chairmen. Needless 
to say the tour was well planned and 
well executed. Technicians from At- 
lantic Breeders Cooperative met all 
planes arriving at the Harrisburg 
Airport on Sunday, regardless of the 
time, and furnished free transportation 
to the Hotel. Atlantic Breeders also 
furnished cars and drivers to return 
people to Harrisburg from the Guern- 
sey Sale. 

On Monday evening the buses went 
to the Pennsylvania Sales Pavilion for a 
reception and dinner courtesy of 
Coldsprings Farm, Sugarloaf and Ha- 
zelton, Pa., James Stradnick, manager;

The President’s Message 


Frank D. Brown, Jr., Mt. Ararat 
Farm, Port Deposit, Maryland, deliv- 
ered the following message. 

Your board of directors has been in 
almost continuous session since Friday 
afternoon. I am convinced that in 
terms of time consumed and motion 
generated, this meeting of the Board 
has surpassed all former records. I can 
only hope that the time was well spent 
and that the motion will result in some 
direction. 

I think you may fairly assume from 
these facts that many difficult prob- 
lems confront the Club. 

Someone — perhaps Disraeli — once 
said that politics is the art of the 
possible. Since The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club is organized as a 
democratic institution, certainly there 
is an element of politics in the 
determination of its affairs. 

Facts are facts. 

I am reminded of the man who, 
discouraged and depressed, stopped at 
the local tavern on his way home. 
Perhaps he overestimated the degree of 
his depression, but in any case, as he 
emerged it was obvious to him that the 
better part of valor would be to get on 
his hands and knees and proceed home 
in that fashion. 


Now it so happened that someone — 
perhaps the Puri Improvement League, 
or perhaps Urban Renewal — had 
planted a sugar maple by the side of 
the walk, and as he proceeded he 
struck, headfirst, the sugar maple. 
Backing off and shaking his head, he 
moved to the left, swerved to the 
right, and again ran his head into the 
maple. Dismayed but stubborn, he 
turned to the right, swerved to the 
left, and again struck the sugar maple. 
He again backed off, cradled his head 
on his arm, and as he dropped off to 
sleep remarked, “It’s an impenetrable 
forest.” 


That little old sugar maple was a 
forest, and our friend was right, 
finally, in recognizing it as such. 
Perhaps his response to the existence 
of that forest was intellectually imper- 
fect. Perhaps his final response left 
something morally to be desired. 
Nevertheless, the tree was there. 


In the affairs of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, as is true of all 
of us individually, there are obstacles 
-  .ts, if you will — that impede our 
pf gress. There is one thing certain 
a cut a fact. It cares little whether we 
¢ pprove of it or not. When meeting an 
sbstacle — like the maple — we can try 
to climb it, we can try to go around it, 
or we can back off and seek another 
route home. One thing we shouldn’t 
do is lie down and go to sleep. One 
thing we can’t do is, like the hippy, 
wave a flower at it and expect it to go 
away. 


I am sure that any of you who are 
as old as I — and today I feel at least a 
million — often look around and feel 
this is not the world I grew up in. This 
is not the world I tried to do my part 
to create. But, the world is as it is — a 
conglomeration of facts — whether we 
like them or not. One thing is certain. 
The world won’t change for us and, 
unless we want to go to sleep or wave 
a flower, we must adjust to it. 


Let me today, review with you 
some of the more important facts 
through, around or over, which the 
Cattle Club and the Guernsey breed 
must find its way. 

The first fact is the steep decline in 
numbers of dairy cattle in the United 
States. If I recall correctly, the 
national dairy cattle population 
peaked something over 15 years ago at 
about 23 million. Today it has 
dropped to about 13 million. At the 
same time national milk production 
continued to increase until some three 
years ago, and since that time has 
dropped something over five per cent, 
and is now just a little below the level 
of 15 years ago. 


Is this bad? Of course not. It is, in 
fact, the only measure of your success. 
It is truly a remarkable achievement 
that American dairymen today pro- 
duce nearly as much milk from hardly 
one-half as many cows as they did 15 
years ago. But for The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, even if we were 
to hold our percentage of registered 
Guernseys in the total national dairy 
cattle herds — and I am afraid this is 
all we have been able to do — the drop 
in registration represents a volume 
slumpage that would have been diffi- 
cult to adjust to. Inevitably, even 
disregarding our increases, economics 
would have dictated either a reduction 
in services or an increase in fees, or a 
spectacular increase in efficiency. 
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The policy of this Board of 
Directors, and its predecessors, has 
been to maintain services, raise fees as 
moderately as possible, and to increase 
efficiency as much as possible. In this 
policy I feel we have been, up to now, 
largely successful. But, it would be 
foolish to deny that each year the 
pressures become greater. Without the 
advent of the computer programs at 
Peterborough even this degree of 
success would not have been possible. 

The second sugar maple is integra- 
tion. I hope all of you had the 
opportunity to hear Bob _ Lage’s 
excellent talk yesterday on milk- 
cooperative mergers. The milk indus- 
try today is a world of bigger animals 
than it was 15 years ago. Cooperative 
horizontal mergers have created a 
national market where milk regularly 
flows from the upper middlewest to 
New Mexico, Mississippi and Florida. 
Horizontal integration of milk distri- 
bution has developed to the extent 
where GOLDEN GUERNSEY distribu- 
tors have shrunk from over 550, 
fifteen years ago, to just over 225 
today. We may take pride in the fact 
that we are selling more milk under 
our labels now than we did, with over 
twice as many distributors, a decade 
and a half ago. 

Vertical integration of processing 
and distribution — including private 
brand soliciting for chain stores — has 


developed to the point where GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY must today, deal 
with organizations whose principal 


interest is retail sale of diversified 
grocery products, and who are very 
little interested in the problems of the 
dairy industry as such. 


There is even a_ beginning of 
integration of production, processing, 
and retail sales. Is this bad? I don’t 
know. But, it is a fact. And the 
implications of this fact for the 
organization of Golden Guernsey, 
Incorporated, and The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, are enormous. 

Previously the Guernsey organiza- 
tion was involved almost entirely with 
local, almost personal, relationships 
between much smaller producers, 
much smaller distributors with a much 
smaller public. The milk industry was 
oriented almost entirely toward local 
markets. The Guernsey organization, 
quite properly, was developed along 
local lines, with a high degree of local 
direction and control. 

Again, I hope you heard Bob Lage’s 
description yesterday of the develop- 
ment of the Anderson-Erickson ac- 
count. This primarily involved the 
assembly of a great volume of milk 
from over an area of several states. 
Success was the result of expert effort 
by Francis Chapman, Duke Ehrlich, 
Francis Perry, Bob Max, Leo Gasper, 
Les Peckham, and very importantly 
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Fred C. Downey, Chairman,

Bob himself, and his Cooperative 
associates. 

You all were impressed yesterday, 
as I was, with Patty Marchezak’s 
eloquent emphasis upon promotion. 
Certainly this will always be of 
primary importance. But today we are 
increasingly in need of talent highly 
efficient in the broad realm of 
marketing and procurement as well as 
promotion — talent that is competent 
in the wide field as well as talent that 
is oriented for the local market. 

I wonder, and I think you all should 
be wondering, if another sugar maple

This is a _ perpetual 
trophy and is to be awarded to the 
registered Guernsey cow with a two- 
year-old record of exactly 305 days, 
2x milking, made official each calen- 
dar year by The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, that converts to the 
highest mature equivalent milk record. 


manager, Normandy Farm, who accepted the award for Mr. and 


Mrs. Herman C. Krannert. 
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The first winner of this newly 
established trophy is the cow, Mag- 
nolia Billy’s Maylene, bred and owned 
by Mississippi State University, State 
College, Mississippi. “Maylene” com- 
pleted an official DHIR record started 
at the age of two years, five months of 
20,570 pounds milk and 854 pounds 
butterfat in the 305—2x class to place 
her as a national milk and fat class 
leader. Her official record when 
converted to a mature equivalent basis 
is 23,861 pounds milk and 956 pounds 
butterfat. 

This record when approved by The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club be- 
came the all-time highest two-year-old 
milk record ever made official, regard- 
less of times milked daily or days 
milked not exceeding 365 days for 
official records. She also was classified 
Very Good during 1968. 

Her sire is Burger’s Place Billy, Gold 
Star 1968 under the new awards 
program using the USDA sire sum- 
maries and AGCC type data. His May 
1968 summary indicated a predicted 
difference of plus 569 pounds milk 
and plus eight pounds butterfat with a 
repeatability of 96 per cent. There 
were 2987 daughters tested in 707 
herds to compile this summary and 
currently there are 1521 classified 
daughters of this sire averaging 83.3. 

The dam of “‘Maylene”’ is Magnolia 
Fame’s Maybelle that also had two 
other outstanding daughters. Magnolia 
Billy’s Maybelle, a twin sister to 
“Maylene”, that calved three days 
earlier, completed a milk class leading 
record of 16,390 pounds at the age of 
two years five months DHIR—305—2x 
class. A half sister, Magnolia Bonanza 
Maybelle, as a junior three-year-old, 
placed fourth as a milk class leader 
with her 305—2x DHIR record of 
19,050 pounds milk, 832 pounds 
butterfat.

It is also interesting to note that the 
maternal grandsire of “Maylene” is 
Henslee Farms V. Fame that qualified 
as a Gold Star Sire based on his 
January, 1968 USDA summary. This 
summary indicated a predicted differ- 
ence of plus 281 pounds milk with a 
repeatability of 98 per cent. There 
were 1810 daughters tested in 641 
herds and there currently are 912 
classified daughters averaging 83.0. 
One of the most outstanding daughters 
of “Fame” is Normandy Fame’s 
Meadow, recipient of the Tarbell 
Trophy being presented at this Annual 
Meeting. 

The Mississippi State University 
Guernsey herd qualified for their third 
consecutive Gold Star Breeder Award 
with their 1968 herd lactation average 
of 14,062 pounds milk and 657 
pounds butterfat, M.E. 305—2x, on 34 
cows with 34 records. The 34 cows 
had an average classification score of 
84.0. This outstanding production 
performance for 1968 placed the herd 
second for milk in the 30 to 50 record 
category. The herd placed seventh 
nationally for milk and seventh for 
butterfat with their 1968 herd lacta- 
tion average.

AWARDS OF HONOR 
Jacob Tanis 


The Award of Honor Plaque presen- 
tation to Jacob Tanis was made by 
George M. Newlin, for Harry M. Pate, 
Trenton, N. J., who had prepared the 
presentation but was unable to attend. 

Jacob Tanis, Ideal Guernsey Farms, 
Augusta, N.J.,was born in Nether- 
lands, December 30, 1896 and came 
with his family of five sisters and three 
brothers to the United States in 1898. 
He started his career at the age of 
eight, helping a relative sell vegetables 
from a horse drawn wagon in Paterson, 
New Jersey. At age 10, he started as a 
dairyman and businessman when he 
convinced his father to buy a cow for 
family use and then sell the surplus to 
neighbors. This led to a family herd of 
26 cows. 

In 1919 he went into the regular 
business of distributing milk through 
the purchase of a milk route of about 
175 quarts daily and established his

own market. From that modest 
beginning, the business grew to a 
volume of 75,000 quarts daily with 
the main plant located at North 
Haledon, New Jersey. The plant is 
managed by his oldest son, William. 

In 1927 he moved to Sussex County 
and purchased the first farm, now 
nationally known as Ideal Guernsey 
Farms. The farms now represent about 
3500 acres and the herd has 560 
registered Guernseys. At one time the 
herd had over 1800 head and 900 head 
were being milked three times a day, 
by hand, and over 100 men were 
employed. Ideal Farms now has a herd 
of 800 very good Angus cattle which 
are managed by Jacob Tanis, Jr. who 
also is farm supervisor, assisted by his 
brother-in-law, Emory Castimore. 

Ideal Guernseys have been on 
official test since 1936 and now have 
372 records over 1000 Ibs. of fat and 
186 records over 20,000 lbs. of milk. 
Of the 372 records over 1000 Ibs. of 
fat, 313 were made by daughters of 
bulls bred by Jacob Tanis. Ideal 
Guernseys, on 4,946 records, average 
12,760—659 (actual). On the last 
classification in 1968, Ideal Farms had 
32 Excellent, 236 Very Good and 163 
Desirable. The Ideal Farms herd was 
one of the first in the state to calfhood 
vaccinate for brucellosis. 


Ideal Farms have bred and devel- 
oped several of the Guernsey breed’s 
great sires such as the foundation sires, 
Ideal’s Beacon and Ideal’s Lettie’s

Duke. “Beacon” had 129 daughters 
with 35 records over 1,000 pounds fat 
and “Duke” had 110 daughters with 
31 records over 1,000 pounds fat, 
while the greatest of all, Ideal’s 
Superior has 190 daughters with 136 
records over 1,000 pounds fat. Superi- 
or’s sire was Gardenville Supreme that 
had 64 daughters with 16 records over 
1,000 pounds fat. “Supreme” com- 
bined three of the greatest cow 
families in his pedigree, being a son of 
Green Meadow Melba out of Douglas- 
ton Baroness Darling, she a grand- 
daughter of Shuttlewick Mirth and out 
of Douglaston King’s Charlotte, dam 
of Gardenville Coronation King, sold 
for $45,000. Ideal Guernseys have 
carried off top honors whenever 
exhibited and have been sold in many 
states and foreign countries all the way 
from South Africa to South America, 
Puerto Rico, Dominican Republic, 
Costa Rica and Cuba. 

Jacob Tanis married Anna DeHaan, 
September 5, 1917. They have three 
sons, William, John, who is a veterina- 
rian in charge of health of cattle, and 
Jacob, Jr.; and one daughter, Mrs. 
Lillian Castimore; seven grandsons and 
nine granddaughters; three _ great- 
grandsons and one great- 
granddaughter. The third generation is 
active in 4-H and FFA work. 


Jake was a former member of the 
New Jersey Milk Control Board and 
industry member of the War Food 
Administration, member of the Board

A former director of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, he has been a 
member since 1935, and served on its 
Golden Guernsey Committee and was 
a Trustee in the Eastern Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association. 


Jake is a member of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Newton, N.J., 
a member of the Session and Board of 
Trustees and Elder in the United 
Presbyterian Church of America. He 
has been a Rotarian for 30 years, and a 
member and director of the Board of 
Governors of Newton Memorial Hos- 
pital for 30 years and has served as its 
president and board chairman. 

Jake has been president of the local 
school board and a member of the 
Advisory Committee for Regional 
High School, and a 4-H Advisory 
Board member. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of children and grownups have 
visited the farms over the years.

Mort Woods

The history and development of 
purebred livestock is not only a record 
of cattle—it is a record of the careers 
and contributions of men. The Guern- 
sey breed has been blessed with many 
men of vision, devotion and persever- 
ance in founding this breed in 
America. 


One of these men we honor today. 
Few men have pioneered more, intro- 
duced more innovations and made 
more friends over a 60-year span of 
activity than Mort Woods, Ardmore, 
Oklahoma. We are most grateful that 
Mort can be with us today. If anyone 
doubts the value of Guernsey milk as a 
perfect food, he only needs to 
compare his birthdays and Mort’s. 


Mr. Woods was born September 10, 
1891 in Crayne, Kentucky. His family 
moved to Ardmore, Indian Territory, 
Okla., about 1903 or 1904. He 
graduated from high school in 1909, 
and attended the University of Okla- 
homa, Norman, a couple of years. He 
majored in athletics and ably assisted 
in beating Texas in football in his 
sophomore year. It is said, he hasn’t 
missed an Oklahoma University Home- 
coming since 1917. 

During the summers, when he was 
of college age, Mort worked on dairy 
farms in Wisconsin. In 1911, he 
transferred his credits to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and studied dairying 
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Jacob Tanis, Augusta, N. J., receiving 
Award of Honor Plaque from George M. 
Newlin, Chadds Ford, Pennsylvania. 


— his chosen career. 

He quit the University of Wisconsin 
before graduating, and went into the 
dairy business in Madison. He owned 
the first motor-driven milk wagon in 
town. In 1915, with some~experience 
and a little borrowed money, he rode a 
motorcycle back to Oklahoma, where 
he lived with his sister. With a 
borrowed cow and horse and buggy, 
he started retailing milk in Ardmore. 
In 1917, he married his Oklahoma 
University sweetheart, Doris. For a 
honeymoon trip he took his bride to 
Wisconsin for the purchase of five 
Guernsey cows, a Guernsey bull and 
several small calves. He started selling 
Guernsey milk for 25 cents a quart on 
a 15 cents-a-quart market, which many 
of his competitors called “a Guernsey 
miracle.” 

In 1918, he was the chief proponent 
in organizing Oklahoma’s first State 
Dairy Association. That same year he 
exhibited a few head of cattle at the 
Oklahoma State Fair. For the next 25 
to 30 years he annually showed cattle 
on the “midwest circuit” including 
Missouri, Illinois, Wisconsin, Okla- 
homa, Michigan, lowa, Kansas, Texas, 
Louisiana, and several times at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress and the National 
Dairy Show, where he won many 
ribbons including a fair share of the 
“blues.” All of these years Mort 
operated Primrose Farm, Ardmore, 
and sold Guernsey milk. 

About 1940, he began managing

sales for neighboring state associations. 
For these sales he brought in hundreds 
of cattle, generally from the Eastern 
Seaboard. These cattle are scattered all 
over the Southwest. These cattle, plus 
sales from Mort’s herd, started many a 
herd in Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
New Mexico and some of these herds 
continue today. In 1946, Mort started 
his “Sunnyside of the Arbuckles” 
sales, and about 13 or 14 such sales 
were held. Many cattle from these 
sales have given a good account of 
themselves, including the grand cham- 
pion bull at the 1968 National 
Guernsey Show. 

Mort has always been a showman 
and an innovator. In 1921, he started 
using cows and calves in milk-selling 
displays, passed out free milk samples, 
and captured public interest, in his 
town of Ardmore, in Guernsey milk. 
He had the first store demonstration 
for milk in the Indian Territory, it is 
said. While he displayed cows on the 
sidewalk, his family and friends served 
milk and cookies on the inside. He had 
colorful advertising posters, cow blan- 
kets and signs, always depicting the 
“Sunnyside of the Arbuckles,” and 
vivid green fields with primroses in 
bloom. He drove east many times to 
bring cattle back for his sales or to 
clients. He hauled the cattle in a 
pickup truck, and he milked the cows 
and traded the milk for gasoline as he 
traveled. 

Mort has always been a civic leader. 
He has been president, secretary, or a 
board member of the Oklahoma 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association since 
he helped found the association in 
1920. He has been a Rotarian for over 
50 years, and a Presbyterian board 
member about as long. Being a 
Presbyterian, he says, makes him a 
little tighter trader. For many years he 
was County Commissioner for Carter 
County, and it is said he had the 
distinction of having the poorest road 
to his own farm of any commissioner 
in the state of Oklahoma. 

Mort and his wife, Doris, have one 
son, one daughter, and five grandchild- 
ren. Morton, Jr., is first vice-president 
of the Commercial National Bank in 
Muskogee, and their daughter, Mrs. 
Tudor Finch, Basking Ridge, N. J., is 
not only a good housewife, but a civic 
worker, gardener, and recently the 
author of a book on flower arrange- 
ments. 


Mort had a hand in the founding of 
many well-known herds in Oklahoma, 
such as the E.K. Gaylord herd, the 
Meadow Lodge Farms herd, Tom 
Cooper Farms, and Jerry Oven’s 
Guernseys at Enid. The Cooper herd is 
now a part of Southland Dairies; Mr. 
Gaylord, age 94, still carries on. The 
other herds are gone, but have 
contributed to many herds in the area. 
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Mort says many of his contempo- 
raries in Oklahoma are now wealthy 
oil men, some deceased, but while 
they had more money than he, they 
never were kicked by as many cows. 


It is a pleasure to see Mort Woods, a 
great human benefactor and Guernsey 
pioneer, honored here today. 


Mr. and Mrs. S. C. Martin 


William H. Juzi, business manager, 
Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, made the Award of Honor 
Plaque presentation to Mr. and Mrs. 
S.C. Martin, Friendship Hill Farm, 
New Geneva, Pennsylvania. 

It is indeed a high honor and it gives 
me great pleasure to present The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club Award 
of Honor to Mr. and Mrs. S. C. Martin, 
New Geneva, Pa., owners of Friend- 
ship Hill Farm. They represent the 
oldest established Guernsey herd in 
Pennsylvania and while the beginning 
of this Guernsey herd predates the 
birthdate of the principals honored 
here today, they certainly deserve 
great recognition for their work with 
Guernseys. 

For the last 30 years I have had the 
privilege to be in close touch with 
Friendship Hill Guernseys and the 
folks who made the name famous. In 
my opinion we are here to honor 
people, not cows and bloodlines, but I 
would be amiss if I didn’t mention 
very briefly the founder of Friendship 
Hill Guernseys, the late Andrew A. 
“Andy” Thompson, father of Mrs. 
Martin. He was a pioneer in research 
and was one of the first men to 
recognize that the golden color in 
Guernsey milk can be traced to certain 
bloodlines and he was instrumental in 
developing the first colorimeter to 
determine color in milk. 

Andy was one of the first in 
Pennsylvania who made his herd 
available for experimentation for TB 
and Bang’s Test and Friendship Hill 
carries Bangs Certificate No. 3 for 
Pennsylvania to this day. 

Upon Andy’s death in 1938 Mrs. 
Martin carried on with the herd facing 
many difficulties. The herd had to be 
moved from its location near Union- 
town to the present location where a 
lack of sufficient cleared land, labor 
problems, inefficient old bank barn 
and inadequate silos were but a few of 
the problems. Yet, it was home where 
the original Friendship Guernseys 
started, the Gallatin Homestead of 
historic interest in western Pennsyl- 
vania and declared a registered nation- 
al historic landmark by the United 
States Department of Interior. 

In 1950 “Romeo” came along. 
Chris married Evie and with his 
immediate active interest in the herd

and love for livestock, things began to 
pick up. Chris is a graduate of 
Dartmouth College, worked in the 
Mellon National Bank and was assis- 
tant purchasing agent for H. J. Heinz 
Company up to that time, but when 
he moved to Friendship Hill, all 
energies were put into the livestock 
programs on the farm, which also 
included a great number of riding 
horses and hunting dogs. 


Some of the accomplishments under 
the fine teamwork of this couple 
includes seven times Gold Star Breed- 
er, 14 consecutive classifications with 
never less than seven or eight Excel- 
lents in a herd of close to 60 cows. In 
1963 they made a clean sweep at the 
Pennsylvania Farm Show winning 
grand champion male, female, and 
reserve champion female at that show. 
The same year they were awarded the 
trophy for high herd in milk in 
Pennsylvania with an average of 12454 
pounds milk for 80 cows. The same 
honor came again in 1965 with 12973 
pounds milk for 71 cows. In 1967 the 
herd had the highest milk lactation 
record in the nation for herds with 75 
to 125 records, 13586 pounds milk. 
The herd has been in the top 10 in the 
nation for milk production in their 
category for seven consecutive years. 
This past year they were seventh high 
with 13035 pounds milk for 56 cows 
in the 50-75 record division. During all 
that time their milk was sold under the

long time through their own home 
delivery. 

The couple has three children, who 
have been very active in 4-H. Carolyn 
had the highest record in fat in the 
state, with a two-year-old, of any 4-H 
or FFA youngster in 1968. 

The Martins have liberally contrib- 
uted their time and energy to associa- 
tion work. Evelyn was a director of 
the state association for one term. 
Chris has been director for six 
consecutive years and is now serving 
his third year as president. 

One characteristic I would mark 
them with is that they love animals 
and love to develop them, but they 
have an equal love for people, an 
interest in their well-being. This 
genuine trait for “Friendship” must 
have been inherited from the founder 
who chose such an appropriate name 
for this establishment. 

I deeply feel that the Martins highly 
deserve this honor today, recognizing 
their success in improving livestock 
and thus influencing the welfare and 
improvement of the breed, not only 
on their own farm, but wherever 
Friendship Hill blood has been used. 

In closing I wish to quote a 
statement attributed to Calvin Coo- 
lidge, “No person was ever honored 
for what he received, honor has been 
the reward for what he gave.” This 
certainly applies to the Martins. 


Mrs. Jean L. A. duPont 


John B. Merryman, Sparks, Md., 
made the Award of Honor Plaque 
presentation to Mrs. Jean L.A. du- 
Pont, Liseter Farm, Newtown Square, 
Pennsylvania. 


It is a great honor and privilege to 
present this award to Mrs. Jean Liseter 
Austin duPont, one of the truly 
remarkable ladies of the livestock 
world. Mrs. duPont is from a livestock 
family and her original interests were 
show horses and ponies. She won her 
first blue ribbon at the Devon Horse 
Show in 1910. On travels with her 
father, William Liseter Austin, looking 
at horses, they always managed to visit 
the dairy barns on the farms they 
visited and at that time there were a 
large number of Guernseys in the 
Philadelphia area. From this introduc- 
tion, Mrs. duPont acquired an early 
love for Guernseys. 

In 1916 her father purchased the 
present Liseter Farm from a man 
named Calvert. A herd of Holsteins 
were on the farm which were quickly 
disposed of. On November 25, 1916, 
Mrs. duPont and her father attended 
the Frie Baton Guernsey and Manor 
Farm Sale of Frederick Phillips, a 
noted Guernsey importer of that time. 
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They purchased 14 head at this sale 
and from this beginning Liseter Guern- 
seys were born. Incidentally, this sale 
was managed by Leander Herrick who 
later sold his sales business to my 
father in 1925. 


After Mrs. duPont married and her 
family took up most of her time, she 
relinquished her interest in the herd to 
her sister, Miss J. Rebecca Austin, and 
in 1944 Miss Austin dispersed her herd 
for health reasons. From this sale Mrs. 
duPont purchased a nucleus for the 
present Liseter herd. She acquired 
Caumsett Flame as a foundation herd 
sire and he sired some really milky 
daughters. Kenneth Berry who had 
been herdsman at Caumsett Farm 
came to Liseter to manage the herd. In 
1951 Caumsett and Woodacres held a 
combination sale at Glenburnie. Caum- 
sett Glimmer, a_ beautiful straight 
daughter of Caumsett Demonstrator, 
was purchased. “Glimmer” was a 
double granddaughter of Caumsett 
Dynamo and combined the best 
families at Caumsett. She was in calf 
to McDonald Farms Predictor, a 
double grandson of Foremost Predic- 
tion. The resulting calf was a bull, 
Liseter Brilliant, that became herd sire 
at Liseter and has written his own page 
in Guernsey history—first at Liseter 
and later in service at the Maryland- 
West Virginia Bull Stud. “Brilliant” 
sired the All-American Get in 
1966—has 20 Excellent daughters. 


In 1946 at the Maryland State Fair 
we began presenting a challenger bowl 
to be won three times for the winning 
get of sire. This trophy stayed in 
competition for 20 years until it was 
retired in 1966 by “Brilliant.” Mrs. 
duPont donated another trophy, still 
to be called The Merryman Trophy, 
and we have a tradition on Guernsey 
Day at Timonium of having a little 
party after the show, with the winner 
of the get filling the bowl with 
champagne. We have enjoyed the party 
with Liseter champagne for the past 
six years. 


Winslow Towle, the man responsible 
for developing the Liseter Brilliant 
daughters, came to Liseter in 1950 
after having spent nine years at 
Sterlingold Farm. I am sure Mrs. 
duPont would want me to give credit 
to Win and his able staff for their part 
in the success of Liseter Guernseys. 
Mrs. duPont and Win have always 
supported the Guernsey breeders that 
have used their bloodlines and at the 
1966 Green Meadow Sale, they pur- 
chased Hullside Brilliant Vee Seven, a 
“Brilliant” daughter, from John Hull 
for $6,500 to top the sale. “Vee 
Seven” has just finished with 915 Ibs. 
fat and classified Excellent at 92.5. 


The Liseter herd has been built on 
strong cow families—the most promi- 
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nent being the “Secret” family, which 
now numbers over 50 head. 


Mrs. duPont has four children—Jean 
McConnell, Evelyn Donaldson, Henry 
duPont and John duPont—plus 13 
grandchildren. She has passed on her 
love of land and livestock to her 
children and grandchildren, who are 
engaged and vitally interested in 
agricultural pursuits. 


Mrs. duPont has not confined her 
livestock talents to Guernseys. She has 
a love and keen eye for all livestock 
and has bred and developed one of the 
top groups of Welsh and Shetland 
ponies, as well as the Liseter Beagles, 
which was probably regarded as the 
leading Beagle pack in America, both 
in field trials and bench shows. Her 
Welsh ponies are the tops in the 
country and have dominated the show 
ring. She was, for a number of years, 
the president of the National Welsh 
Society, and derives great pleasure 
from having children enjoy the Liseter 
ponies. At Liseter there is a trophy 
room filled with trophies and ribbons 
from the Guernseys, several breeds of 
ponies, thoroughbreds and dogs. 


Mrs. duPont has led an active life 
and is still an avid foxhunter, plus 
spending many hours in her garden. In 
my experience, she is as good a judge 
of livestock and has the keenest eye 
for more breeds of cattle, ponies, 
horses and dogs than anyone it has 
been my privilege to meet. 


A very gracious hostess, her many 
legions of friends love to visit Liseter. 
About 15 or 18 years ago, while 
traveling with K.C. Sly, selecting cat- 
tle for a McDonald Farms Sale, we 
arrived at Liseter late in the afternoon 
in the middle of a heavy snowstorm. 
After looking over the herd, we went 
with Mrs. duPont to her house. When 
we were ready to leave, the snow was 
about two feet deep and she decided, 
with no argument from us, that we 
were going to spend the night. As we 
went to bed much later, after an 
extremely pleasant evening of fine 
drinks, delicious food and inspiring 
conversation, “K.C.” said to me, 
“Well, I don’t like to get snowbound, 
but [ll give you credit for one 
thing—you sure picked the best place 
in America to get snowbound.” 


With her understanding, considera- 
tion, and keen sense of humor, Mrs. 
duPont is loved and respected by all 
who know her. The men and women 
who help her at Liseter, regard her as a 
friend and confidant and have great 
respect and admiration for her- Liseter 
Farm is a happy family. 

It is with true pleasure that | 
present this award to a lovely lady of 
all the livestock world and particularly 
Guernseys.

Annual Meeting Luncheon 


The persons seated at the head table 
were James Stradnick, General Chair- 
man, Annual Meeting Committee; 
Shari Hammond, National Guernsey 
Queen; K.C. Sly; Leo Gasper, field 
secretary, Wisconsin Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association; Mr. and Mrs. Jacob 
Tanis; Mrs. Violette Bedford; Dr. 
H. J. Bearden; Mort Woods; Mrs. Jean 
L. A. duPont; Mr. and Mrs. S. C. Mar- 
tin; Leland H. Bull, Pennsylvania 
Secretary of Agriculture, and Susan 
Robinson, Miss Pennsylvania, Hershey, 
Pennsylvania. 

William Juzi acted as master of 
ceremonies and introduced Susan 
Robinson, Miss Pennsylvania, com- 
peting for Miss America. Bill also 
called on Shari Hammond, National 
Guernsey Queen, who spoke on “The 
Youth of Tomorrow and The Advan- 
tages In Dairying.” 

F. N. Perry presented James Strad- 
nick with a copper Guernsey jug in 
recognition of his work as General 
Chairman of the convention. 

Bill Juzi then introduced Leland H. 
Bull, Pennsylvania Secretary of Agri- 
culture, who gave a welcome to all 
attending the convention. 

Secretary Bull said, “It is a privilege 
for me to be here today and—on 
behalf of Governor Shafer and 
myself—to tell you that we are indeed 
happy that you selected Pennsylvania 
as the site of this national convention 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club. 

“We hope your visit was enjoyable 
and that you have had a successful and 
productive convention. I would like to 
suggest that if time permits, you plan 
to visit some of the neighboring areas 
of our state. Like everything else, our 
countryside and its agricultural scene 
is changing. 
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“Today, we have only two-thirds as 
many farms and 15 per cent less 
farmland in Pennsylvania than we had 
10 years ago. The reason is obvious. 
Our expanding population needs more 
land on which to live, work and play, 
land for highways on which to travel, 
and land for recreational facilities. 

“Fortunately, we recognize the 
dangers that lie ahead if this trend 
continues unchecked. Governor Shafer 
has named, as you may know, a 
committee to study the need for 
preserving agricultural land. The com- 
mittee’s work is nearing completion, 
and its recommendations will be 
presented to Governor Shafer in a few 
months. 


“Interestingly, agriculture, and espe- 
cially the dairy industry, is not 
declining in Pennsylvania. The cash 
receipts of our farmers are climbing 
steadily. Latest reports indicate farm 
income in the state was at an all-time 
high in 1968, and topped the $900 
miilion mark for the third consecutive 
year. The value of milk produced in 
Pennsylvania also is on the upswing, 
and last year was estimated at $409 
million — the highest in our history. 

“We in Pennsylvania are concerned, 
as are dairymen everywhere, with 
other trends that continue to affect 
our industry. Production on a national 
basis continues to decline — a trend 
that has been in evidence since the 


peak production year of 1964. 
“Per capita consumption of milk in 
all its forms also continues downward. 


The average American last year, 
according to latest USDA reports, 
consumed about 23 fewer quarts of 
milk than he had in 1964. 


“Another trend that influences our 
industry is the change in eating habits 
and continued increase in the popular- 
ity of skim milk. Today there is a 
ready market for skim milk in the 
United States, and the sale of this 
product last year was up about 16 per 
cent. The price to consumers, I might 
add, is also up. 

“Let me say that the dairy industry, 
and that includes everyone from 
producer to distributor, cannot afford 
to remain idle in the face of these 
trends. In my opinion this situation 
must be met with more aggressive 
marketing and promotion efforts. I 
know that for years the dairy industry 
has been engaged in extensive promo- 
tion, advertising and sales programs. 
These are fine, but they should be 
expanded to meet the competition 
from other foods and beverages. In 
Pennsylvania we have the legal ma- 
chinery available to do this on a 
statewide basis, and steps are being 
taken in this direction. We have a new 
agricultural commodity marketing law; 
a working committee, Bill Juzi, chair- 
man; Referendum,  self-assessments. 
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Apple growers already have such a 
program. They were first. Milk, potato 
and peach producers will vote on 
programs. The milk referendum is set 
for December 17, this year. 


“We must consider today’s prob- 
lems and current trends. First, we 
must realize that continued growth of 
our population and continued decline 
in milk production could unsettle our 
markets, and possibly influence con- 
sumers to seek substitutes. 


“Second, continuing decline in cow 
numbers across the nation. We experi- 
enced it in Pennsylvania, but for a long 
time the decline was offset by the 
increasing rate of production per cow. 
Recently, however, the continued loss 
of cows resulted in lower milk 
production. 


“The trend is changing. Pennsyl- 
vania, for example, is one of eight 
states in the nation with significant 
increases in the number of young 
heifers, under two years of age, being 
kept on dairy farms. The others are 
Arizona, Colorado, Massachusetts, Mis- 
souri, New York, Tennessee and 
Vermont. 


“In Pennsylvania our total is up by 
30,000 from two years earlier. The 
buildup could indicate expansion of 
dairy herds and a potential increase in 
milk production. What will actually 
happen only time will tell, but we dare 
not wait for these changes to come our 
way without planning or preparation. 
We must be prepared to satisfy the 
needs and the desires of consumers, 
not only now, but in the years ahead. 
We must use our knowledge and our 
imagination to keep the nation’s dairy 
industry strong and versatile for the 
benefit of all the people it serves. The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, and 
Guernsey breeders, have a vital part in 
achieving these goals.” 


In concluding the luncheon pro- 
gram, Brenda Sherry, Wisconsin Dairy 
Princess and contestant in the National 
Queen Contest, and Lyle Kiesling, 
Jefferson, Wis., told the group about 
dairying in Wisconsin and highlighted 
some of the plans for the 1970 Annual 
Meeting of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club to be held at Madison, 
Wisconsin. Leo Gasper, secretary, 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, urged everyone to make plans to 
attend the 1970 Annual Meeting. Plans 
are being formulated and committees 
are already at work to make things 
enjoyable for everyone. A trip to the 
world-famous Wisconsin Dells, includ- 
ing scenic boat rides,visits to various 
cultural areas or to Milwaukee, inter- 
esting conferences and symposiums in 
cooperation with the University of 
Wisconsin, visits to outstanding Guern- 
sey herds, a recognition dinner with 
entertainment, an outdoor barbecue 


(our Wisconsin Indian sytle) will 
precede the Guernsey Convention 
Sale, and a barbecue, compliments of 
Chester and Barbara Williams, Wauke- 
sha, Wisconsin. Welcome to America’s 
Dairyland. Plan now to come! — May 
18-22, 1970, Madison Park Motor Inn.

Edson Roush, Racine, gave the 
invocation and a moment of silent 
prayer was offered in honor of those 
members who passed away during the 
year.

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TAX COMMITTEE PROPOSALS BLAST TAX PROFITEERS ; 
PROTECT LEGITIMATE INDUSTRY

Released by the National Livestock Tax Committee 


TAX REFORM HEARINGS being 
conducted by the House Ways and 
Means Committee and a seemingly 
endless flood of cartoons, articles and 
editorials indicate the need for tax 
reform in the area of tax profiteers in 
livestock. It appears that there are a 
few individuals who are investing in 
livestock for the sole purpose of 
trading off deductions relating to their 
livestock investment against high brac- 
ket ordinary imcome earned from 
non-farm sources to achieve low 
bracket capital gains. The problem 
posed by members of the House Ways 
and Means Committee is how to stop 
this abuse, yet not adversely affect the 
entire agricultural economy by making 
radical changes in the agricultural tax 
structure. 

In their testimony before the 
Committee, Albert K. Mitchell of Al- 
bert, N. Mex., Chairman of the Nation- 
al Livestock Tax Committee, 
E. H. Shoemaker, Jr., of North Platte, 
Neb., Chairman of the Tax Committee 
of the American National Cattlemen’s 
Association, and Claude M. Maer, Jr. 
of Denver, Colo., counsel to the 
National Livestock Tax Committee, 
made it clear that their respective 
committees did not condone the 
abuses being practiced and indicated a 
desire to work with members of the 
Ways and Means Committee and with 
the staff of this Committee to devise 
an equitable program which would 
eliminate the abuses being practiced 
by these temporary investors who are 
solely in the business for tax profits 
and not for long-term economic gain. 

Specific Proposals 

In a recent letter to Chairman 
Wilbur D. Mills of the Ways and Means 
Committee, the National Livestock 
Tax Committee has proposed certain 
specific changes in the tax laws which 
it believes will accomplish these 
desired objectives. The first change is 
to include livestock in the depreciation 
recapture provisions of the Internal 
Revenue Code, as is all similar 
property used in other trades and 
businesses. 


Depreciation Recapture 
for Livestock 


Depreciation recapture works in this 
manner. If a business machine is 
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purchased for $1,000 and depreciated 
over a period of years to $500 and 
then sold for $750, the $250 gain on 
the sale is now treated as ordinary 
income subject to ordinary income tax 
rates. Under present law, such a gain 
on breeding livestock would be subject 
to capital gains rates since such 
livestock is expressly excluded from 
these provisions relating to deprecia- 
tion recapture. Thus, the Tax Commit- 
tee pointed out that the temporary 
investor can purchase a_ breeding 
animal, depreciate it over a period of 
years, and treat the profit on its sale as 
capital gains. This is frequently done 
in some of the tax profiteering 
livestock promotions currently in 
existence. The Tax Committee recom- 
mended that this rule be changed to 
provide that any such gain on the sale 
of breeding animals be taxed as 
ordinary income to the same extent as 
is all other similar property used in a 
trade or business under present tax 
law. The Tax Committee pointed out 
that this change would not damage 
substantially the legitimate operator 
who is in the business on a long-term 
basis since he will normally retain his 
purchased breeding animals for all of 
their useful lives and when sold, such 
animals will normally bring only 
salvage value, which means there will 
be little, if any, gain subject to 
depreciation recapture. 


Increased Holding Period 


The second point of the Tax 
Committee’s proposal aimed at the tax 
profit investor involves increasing the 
holding period for cattle and horses 
from 12 months to 24 months in order 
to qualify for capital gains treatment 
when they are sold. In an example of a 
typical five-year livestock operation, it 
was found that subjecting livestock to 
depreciation recapture and increasing 
the holding period to two years would 
reduce the tax benefit over the 
five-year period by more than 60 per 
cent. If the holding period were to be 
increased to three years, the tax profit 
on the transaction would be reduced 
almost 90 per cent. Here again the Tax 
Committee explained that an increase 
in the holding period would substan- 


tially discourage the “in and out” 
temporary tax profiteers but would 
not severely damage the legitimate 
permanent operator since most breed- 
ing animals are held for more than two 
or three years. A few young animals 
are culled but this is usually a minor 
part of the overall legitimate livestock 
operation. 


Other Proposals 


Other proposals suggested by the 
Tax Committee in its letter to Mr. 
Mills included recommendations that 
it be made clear that male calves or 
steers could not be traded for female 
calves or cows tax-free and that the 
mere satisfaction by a taxpayer of the 
required holding period would not be 
conclusive evidence that the animals 
were held for breeding purposes in 
order to qualify for capital gains 
treatment. The taxpayer would be 
required to establish the required 
intent in addition to proving the 
length of time the animals had been 
held. 


Tax Profiteering 
in Land 


Finally, the Tax Committee offered 
the suggestion that tax profiteering in 
quick farm and ranch land turnover 
could be severely curtailed if land 
improvement expenses, which had 
been deducted currently against out- 
side income, would be required to be 
recaptured at ordinary income tax 
rates if the land were sold or 
exchanged in a relatively short period 
of time, such as less than 10 years. The 
Tax Conmittee proposal would pro- 
vide a sliding scale for recapture of 
these land improvement expense de- 
ductions at ordinary income rates if 
the land were sold within less than 10 
years, but all of the gain would be 
capital gain on such land held for more 
than 10 years and then sold. 


The Tax Committee stated that its 
proposals would not apply to sheep, 
swine, and other livestock since the 
opportunities for tax abuse in these 
areas did not appear to be great 
enough to warrant any change in 
existing law.

5. Milo S. Downey, former 4-H 
Extension Director of the Federal 
Extension Service, has been retained as 
a Consultant for the National Youth 
Program. It is hoped that Mr. Downey, 
in conjunction with the Secretary, will 
work out a complete Youth Program 
that will be applicable to the needs of 
the breed and the youth that are 
interested in Guernsey cattle. 


6. The Board accepted the offer of a 
trophy in honor of Carroll Eby made 
by Chuck and Wayne McLaughlin. 
This award will be given annually to 
the first prize aged cow at the National 
Show in the Open Class and will be a 
rotating trophy. 

They also accepted the offer by the 
late Henry W. Wigman wherein $5,000 
has been given to The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, the income 
from which, will be used as a cash 
prize to be awarded the best Guernsey 
cattle exhibit by a Michigan breeder at 
the Michigan State Fair annually. 

In addition, the Board accepted an 
offer of Miss Molly Hall and Mr. & 
Mrs. Burnet Fisher for a trophy to be 
given at the National to the premium 
breeder and premium exhibitor in 
honor of Gordon Hall. The trophies 
will be the result of the many 
contributions received for such a 
memorial. 


Board Studies Young Guernsey Sire 
Prospects 


The Board, concerned over the need 
for better and more qualified, young 
Guernsey sires, moved that they begin 
a study to determine exactly where 
the breed stands in this regard and 
plan to work closely with the A.I. 
Industry to help them help the breed 
prepare for the future. It was noted 
that with the increasing costs of 
proving young A.I. sires, it is urgent 
that we work together for the 
common good. The study will be 
implemented by the fieldmen in their 
respective areas. 


Board Considers New Areas Of Activ- 
ity 

While no action was taken by the 
Board, considerable discussion and 
thought was given to the possibility of 
becoming involved in promotional 
sales in all parts of the country. While 
it is noted that in many areas state 
associations conduct promotional sales 
that are beneficial to the breed’s 
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promotion in sections where National 
Fieldmen are now working, the Club 
has helped but not benefited from any 
remuneration. The discussion seemed 
to indicate that promotional sales are 
to be encouraged and that if expenses 
could be covered, the National Field- 
men could contribute more to their 
success. The fact that state associa- 
tions have been doing this for some 
time brought about the discussion. 
Other discussions that did not 
generate any actions but provoked 
some thoughts were, sire purchasing 
syndicates, development of sire prov- 
ing clubs or programs and the 
possibility of developing a promotion- 
al financing fund to assist in the cost 
of the mammoth research project 
currently being undertaken by mem- 
_ of The American Guernsey Cattle 
ub.

Major Changes In 
Iowa Dairying Continue 


“MAJOR CHANGES IN the Iowa 
dairy industry have occurred in the 
last decade,” says Donald E. Voelker, 
extension dairyman at lowa State 
University. 

“Since 1960,” he explains, “north- 
east lowa has claimed an_ ever- 
increasing share of lowa’s milk produc- 
tion. In addition to this trend, herds 
have been growing fewer and larger, 
with total state production remaining 
relatively stable.” 

About 7,000 fewer farms each year 
report milk cows on hand, Voelker 
estimates. And while the total number 
of dairy cows has declined, the average 
herd size has doubled since 1960. 
Meanwhile the average production per 
cow has reached a new record each 
year since 1960 except 1965, which 
has kept milk production stable over 
this period, Voelker explains. 

Looking at milk production by 
counties reveals that 15 northeast 
Iowa and two northwest Iowa counties 
increased production from 1960 to 
1967 while all other counties declined, 
according to Voelker. Clayton County, 
already leading the state in 1960, 
upped its milk production by 82 
million pounds in the eight-year period 
and currently produces more milk 
than any of the bottom seven states in 
the nation. The largest production 
decreases, Voelker reports, were in 
central Iowa with five counties each 
dropping more than 20 million pounds 
in eight years. 

Iowa is still the sixth ranking state 
nationally, however, both in milk 
production and milk cow numbers, 
Voelker notes. The loss of approxi- 
mately 60 per cent of Iowa’s dairy 
farms and approximately 32 per cent 
of the state’s cows since 1960 has been 
offset by a 33 per cent increase in 
production per cow. Milk production 
decreased about 8.5 per cent in the 
same period.
